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regularly scheduled programming will not be seen so that we may bring you live coverage of the democratic 
national convention the democrats in new york tonight as they prepare to nominate bill clinton [Music] true 
[Music] nbc news decision 92 the democratic national convention here is tom brokaw good evening everyone 
once again from madison square garden and on the floor of the democratic national convention at this hour a 
large demonstration in favor of the nominee of this party bill clinton tonight who has been nominated and 
second madison square garden of course is not too far from broadway and tonight we had a one-man show 
on the best political tradition of the political theater mario cuomo a son of new york city the governor of the 
state the nominator of bill clinton a man who tonight introduced this party's nominee to this hall and to a 
national television audience here is some of what governor cuomo had to say tonight about bill clinton of 
hope arkansas [Music] i will have the great privilege [Music] and honor of placing before you the name of the 
next president of the united states of america 
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united states of america governor bill clinton of arkansas we need bill clinton because he is our only hope for 
change from this nation's current disastrous cause and after 12 years americans are disillusioned and they 
are angry and they are fearful and americans showed that with the quick embrace they gave to the sudden 
appearance on television of a provocative wealthy businessman who said he'd like to be president before he 
told anyone what he intended to do or how he would do it he used one word and applause broke out all over 
america the word was change of course the american people want change of course we want something 
better than george bush and the politics of decline decay and deception and beginning with this convention 
we you and i must demonstrate to all the american people that change for the better is at hand ready able 
eager to serve in the person of yes governor bill clinton of arkansas and this time this time we cannot afford 
to fail to deliver the message not just to democrats but to the whole nation because the ship of state is 
headed for the rocks the crew knows it the passengers know it only the captain of the ship president bush 
appears not to know it he seems to think no no no you see the president seems to think 
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think that the ship will be saved by imperceptible undercurrents directed by the invisible hand of some 
cyclical economic god that will gradually move the ship so that at the last moment it will miraculously glide 
past the rocks well prayer prayer is always a good idea but our prayers must be accompanied by good works 
we need a captain who understands that and who will seize the wheel before it's too late i am here tonight to 
offer america that new captain with a new course before it is too late and he is governor bill clinton of 


arkansas bush says we cannot afford to do all that needs to be done he says we have the will but not the 
wallet and then americans discover that wealthy bank is educated in the most exquisite forms of 
conservative republican banking through their incompetence and thievery and the government's neglect had 
stolen or squandered everything in sight i want to march with you i want to march with you knowing that we 
are selecting justices to the supreme court who are really qualified to be there

thanks because president bill clinton has helped us to make the greatest nation in the world better than it's 
ever been so step aside mr bush you've had your parade it's time it's time for change it's time for someone 
smart enough to know strong enough to do sure enough to lead the comeback kid a new voice for a new 
america because i love new york because i love america i nominate for the office of the president of the 
united states the man from hope arkansas mario cuomo tonight nominating bill clinton of hope arkansas as 
the democratic nominee of this party for president of the united states whatever happens in bill clinton's life if 
i were him i think i'd have that made into a wallet-sized videotape and take it around and show it to people 
and say did you see what mario cuomo had to say about me john chancellor's here with me now john it was 
a remarkable moment for bill clinton it achieved exactly what he wanted to have happen i think well they're a 
happy bunch out there tonight and some of them 
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bunch out there tonight and some of them are far happier because 10 of those political professionals left ross 
perot's employ today there's trouble in the perot campaign some of these democrats thought it was going in 
the house right because of a three-way race they're now thinking that it may be a traditional two-way race 
and that has raised their mood in this hall down at the podium right now is nbc's maria shriver who is there 
with governor mario cuomo and marie i'm curious if the governor is going to be a very active campaigner 
around the country and in the northeast for bill clinton come to fall i'll ask him that tom tom brokaw would like 
to know governor cuomo if you're going to be an active campaigner on behalf of this ticket in the fall yes i will 
be i i had spoken to governor clinton and ron brown about that before i even agreed to speak here so uh yes 
we'll be very active you said that you characterized bill clinton a lot of different ways but you said that he 
comes from the great tradition of the democratic party but that he's brought some new things to the 
democratic party what do you think he's added to it well what i've said is what i said was that he he 
reverences he cherishes the uh the principles for example of robert kennedy that were talked about again 
this evening but he knows that as the world changes you have to implement those ideas differently there are 
new ideas for economic stimulation for entrepreneurship investment tax credit things that democrats never 
talked about before new partnerships between government and the private sector some of the things that 
paul song has talked about these are not departures from democratic principle they are new applications of 
old ideals but many of the people the so-called liberals in the party feel that this ticket and their ideals their 
platform leaves them out in the cold that the democratic party is sold out i i think i that is a concern by some it 
is not a concern of mine i think that is a reaction to the superficial appearance two white uh 40 year old 
males from 
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two white uh 40 year old males from adjoining states in the south okay and and what happens is people say 
well that's going to represent something different than the northeast something different than black well i 
think that you decide on the issues where are they on rebuilding the cities bill clinton says he wants to rebuild 
the cities he will consider doing 35 billion dollars is not in his plan where are they on education he's there on 
drug treatment that's the way to make the judgment not on their faces or their places but on where they are 
on the issues and on the issues i think they are intelligently progressive and you're 100 comfortable 


absolutely governor mario cuomo who as you said tom gave a rousing speech for governor bill clinton this 
evening back to you in the booth thanks very much maria schreiber and bill clinton the roll call is now 
underway we do know what the addition will be 2145 votes are needed for nomination here tonight bill clinton 
has that and many more to secure his nomination and before this evening is over we do expect to see him 
on the streets of new york and in this hall we'll be back with continuing coverage from madison square 
garden right after this we're back here at the democratic national convention we want to show you what 
happened just a few moments ago here in midtown new york that is bill clinton a man who's come a long way 
from the small town of hope arkansas he's getting into his car to come to a rally not too far from madison 
square garden he's been described as a boy wonder in democratic party politics for parts of three decades 
now he was wonderful a man who after all during the course of this campaign alone survived charges of 
marital infidelity of draft dodging and of course of not inhaling when he smoked marijuana when he was a 
student in england and also of dissembling on a number of other issues but tonight he is the prince of the 
democratic party he'll come here to acknowledge the nomination by mario cuomo tonight and then tomorrow 
night he'll make his formal acceptance speech 45 year old baby boomer who has chosen a 44 year old 
generational mate al gore is 
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44 year old generational mate al gore is his running mate and tonight they will go over the top in the roll call 
that is now underway on the floor of this convention we're now in the state of connecticut connecticut which 
has disowned george bush needs bill clinton al gore it's great u.s senator chris dodd congresswoman rosa 
dolor barbara canelli to restore our broken bush economy connecticut cast 21 votes for brown and 45 votes 
for the next president bill clinton [Applause] clinton uh lost connecticut as a matter of fact that was one of 
those stunning upsets to jerry brown just before the new york primary and his campaign was nearly derailed 
in the northeast by jerry brown who then made the fatal error of coming into new york city and saying that he 
would have jesse jackson as his running mate the jewish vote in the city of new york especially uh simply 
couldn't accept that and that's a very powerful block of votes in new york madam chairwoman the great state 
of delaware home of senator joe biden serving his fourth term and still only 49 years of age a state where it's 
still proud to be a democrat again where we'll have tom carper the next governor after 16 years of republican 
rule and ruth ann minors our lieutenant governor is proud to cast 17 votes for the new young leaders who roll 
up their shirt sleeves begin to work move and get america believing again bill clinton and al gore three votes 
three votes for jerry brown and one vote for paul sanges jerry brown spoke earlier this evening and he 
touched all the things that he talked about during the course of this campaign and then left the hall without 
talking with any reporters at all also tonight we heard from paul 
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at all also tonight we heard from paul songas and senator edward kennedy is part of a tribute to his late 
brother robert kennedy [Applause] madam secretary i am sharon pratt kelly mayor of the district of columbia 
the home now of jesse lewis jackson and the community that will soon be the next 51st state when we elect 
the bold new team of bill clinton and al gore and madam secretary as the mayor of a city as one who 
represents so many women as one who represents latino americans and so many african americans we 
know the pain and we know that we cannot take four more years of george bush therefore we unequivocally 
absolutely cast all 31 of our votes for the next president of the united states thank you mayor kelly district of 
columbia kathy vick who is the secretary of the democratic national committee she replaces the late beloved 
dorothy bush who presided at so many of these conventions who died are you ready florida a key statement 
of all florida the first state to lead the bandwagon for bill clinton in the primary and the state and the state that 
will lead the bandwagon in the presidential race congressman danny fasell and i are proud to present the co- 
chairman of our 
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to present the co-chairman of our delegation [Music] senior senator for the united states senator bob graham 
madam chairwoman florida the sunshine state the state which launched the presidential campaign of 
governor bill clinton the next president united states is proud to offer for governor brown three votes for gov 
for senator paul saunders 15 votes and for the next president of the united states governor bill clinton 141 
votes [Music] [Applause] thank you senator graham florida has cast three votes for governor brown 141 
votes for governor clinton and 15 votes for senator saunders georgia 96 votes and they look very ready 
madam secretary the georgia delegation is unanimous we cast all of our 96 votes for the next president of 
the united states governor bill clinton [Applause] georgia has 96 votes for governor bill clinton hawaii hawaii 
28 votes madam secretary john waihee the governor of the aloha state of hawaii which adds well the roll call 
continues we're watching the political theater it's not much in terms of arithmetic because we know what the 
final sum will be based on all the earlier estimates but people like to see their states on television in fact the 
only complaint i really have heard from a delegate both from the state of idaho and from the state of nevada 
they're so tucked so 
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the state of nevada they're so tucked so far away here they're not appearing on television they've come all 
this way and the folks back home can't see him and they're complaining about that television has changed 
these things that's right it has but when do you expect bill clinton to arrive well i think before too long the uh 
apparently the plan is that he'll go to macy's which is not too far from here at harold square they have a little 
outdoor rally it's been raining in new york city tonight then he'll make his way into the hall this is a break with 
tradition that was started about four years ago and he'll probably go to the arkansas delegation where his 
mother virginia kelly will appear there's bill on hillary clinton and their daughter chelsea [Applause] his mother 
cast the vote for the arkansas delegation tonight for her son very popular figure very strong mother a very 
strong figure in his life his father died before he was born three months before he was born and his friends 
say that that had left an indelible imprint on him that he has gone in fact in a personal pilgrimage to the site 
where his father's fatal car crash occurred and he was raised then by a succession of stepfathers and with a 
lot of strong women nearby thanks for new hampshire macy's is uh kind of an interesting symbol it's one of 
the department stores that has had to file for chapter 11. a lot of people think that it was the overreaching of 
the 1980s that brought that on it's part of a large department store chain it is the heart of the retailing district 
of new york or at least one section of it in it it was part of a leveraged buyout by its executives and then got 
into debt trouble and it's now in chapter 11. you know tom if he comes into the hall tonight i believe that 
tradition was broken that the candidate not appear you said four years ago i think that's right in 1932 franklin 
roosevelt became the first president ever to accept the nomination 
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nomination at the convention he flew in an airplane from new york to chicago and a lot of people said how 
pushy that was you know and but now of course it's a great tradition in both parties to accept the nomination 
in the hall but for up until 1932 nobody had ever come to the hall they all stayed at home and waited for the 
party to call on them and in this wonderful new biography of harry truman we have learned that in 1944 fdr 
went off to california left it to his advisors and they picked harry truman as his vice presidential candidate well 
enough of history we'll get back to this moment in just a few moments here on nbc back after this at the 
democratic national convention [Applause] we're back in madison square garden that's the chairman of the 
iowa delegation john roarick who last night uh stunned this convention hall with a mock new york times that 
had oprah winfrey running with ross perot it was so cleverly done that a lot of people believe that it was true 
this is the uh we're at iowa now in the roll call of the states we want to show you what the total shows uh bill 
clinton 930 votes he's almost halfway to the 2145 that he needs for a nomination he will reach that without 
any problems here tonight of course this has all been carefully worked out in advance as clinton left his 
headquarters tonight he told nbc's bob kerr regarding the fomo speech it was magnificent it was wonderful 
he is a great act to follow and it was all that indeed the other big political story of the evening of course is 


what's happened in the ross perot campaign in texas where ed rollins who came from the republican party a 
key figure in the ronald reagan election victories who went to the ross perot campaign tonight resigned and 
took with him joe 
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tonight resigned and took with him joe canzeri who is highly regarded as an advanced man planning the trips 
around the country nbc's tim rushert is on the floor of this convention and of course he's been making some 
calls and talking to folks about just what happened in texas tim what's the story tom i just spoke to a member 
of the crow camp down in dallas who said that ross perot has decided to go this campaign alone he's going 
to continue to run for president but he wants to do it his way ed rollins said if you want to run a world-class 
campaign i'm willing to do it but you have to follow certain rules of the game ross pro said no i prefer to do it 
just my own old-fashioned way and ed rollins packed it in what about hamilton jordan then hamilton jordan's 
going to stay on as a strategist it was described to me as an ad hoc strategist he'll give his best advice 
whether ross pereira will take it no one really knows no one really thinks so on a regular basis what happens 
uh to ed rollins now who has had his differences obviously with the bush white house they have uh argued 
sharply over the years about political strategy within the white house is that rollins have a party to go back to 
at this point at this point no i spoke to a white house advisor who told me that a good way to fred to start is to 
write an op-ed piece saying my six days with ross perot why he shouldn't be president by ed rollins then they 
might give him a second look i might say tom on the floor here i spoke to several clinton people they they 
want ross pro to stay in this race a little while they think he's been a very effective surrogate for the clinton 
campaign against george bush and they don't want to see him diminished in this early stage of the campaign 
all right thanks very much tim russert who is the washington bureau chief for nbc news and moderator of 
meet the press and now our chief congressional correspondent and a political reporter of indefatigable 
proportions here is nbc's andrea mitchell with a courtless bill bradley andrea well he's used to playing without 
a code in the garden senator bradley the reaction to mario cuomo's speech tonight the liberal wing of the 
party hearing their most eloquent speaker with all difference to you i think you can see that yourself does the 
liberal wing 
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see that yourself does the liberal wing feel left out at all with bill clinton and al gore being nominated not at all 
i think that this is a unified party i thought governor cuomo's speech was a very strong nominating speech i 
believe that we leave this week from new york as unified with a real sense of purpose and a sense of 
urgency about bringing a new generation of leadership to america and changing direction now my colleague 
tim russert just reported that some clinton people and some of those whom i've spoken to here on the floor 
tonight are a little concerned that if ross perot were to fade too quickly this three-man race could be a two- 
man race and it would be even harder for bill clinton to beat george bush what's your thought i think bill 
clinton is going to be the next president of the united states because enough americans over the last four 
years have had an increasingly difficult time getting anead economically and so the mathematics doesn't 
matter i think that uh by the time we get to october bill clinton will have a good jump and a strong lead 
whoever he's running against that's my personal opinion i also don't believe that it's quite possible ross perot 
i don't know the rollins resignation means nothing in my view because i don't think people vote for campaign 
managers but i don't think that ross perot has psychologically passed the threshold as a real candidate for 
president and i do think there's some doubt as to whether he will cross that threshold but i don't think that 
that is going to be the determinative factor here i think the bush record is the determining factor on the 
economy and it's a disaster thank you very much senator bill bradley back here in the garden and back to 
you tom in the booth thank you very much bill bradley had a lot of his pals here last night dave debuscher red 
holtzman who was his coach for the knicks and other friends robert redford who's an environmental activist 
was here for the bill bradley speech to this hall last night by the way they didn't really need mario cuomo here 
tonight because the clinton campaign is so thoroughly organized it has handed out little talking point cards to 
all the delegates so they don't need to be inspired they can just reach into their breast pocket and

and take a look at the bush record the 1992 campaign platform and arguments on behalf of this is what 
happens in american politics they're always worried that something may go awry and this will bail them out to 
what degree i could not save we're looking at the state of maryland in this roll call home of the great governor 
don schaefer [Music] thank you governor maryland has cast 83 votes for governor clinton and two votes for 
senator saunders maine 31 votes i'm sorry we apparently could not hear the tally clerks did not hear maine 
properly would you repeat your vote to be maine main delegation headed by the senate majority leader 
george mitchell the state of maine's microphone please but that is not george mitchell right okay now he 
remembers what we said was the great state of maine home of united states senate majority leader george 
mitchell folks four votes for songus 13 votes for brown 14 votes for bill clinton we will correct that thank you 
very much that's 13 for governor brown 14 for governor clinton and four for senators august thank you maine 
massachusetts 119 votes this is paul songas his sister [Applause] madam madam chairman 
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madam madam chairman i am songus schlesinger [Applause] by the way songus and dukakis both left the 
hall tonight before mario cuomo spoke songs and as a member of the songus family and as a member of the 
democratic family iam pleased to announce with great pride in my brother and the campaign that he waged 
and with respect for his very specific wish that we leave new york united massachusetts cast [Applause] six 
votes for jerry brown [Applause] one vote for paul tsongas and 109 votes for the next president of the united 
states [Applause] we're back that's bill clinton with chelsea and hillary and we're told that uh governor clinton 
and chelsea were just dancing so apparently she's repaired her sprained knee we hope that it's okay she 
visited the statue of liberty which is one of the requisite stops if you're a tourist in new york for the first time 
and she sprained her knee which he we're told climb the stairs to the top of the statue of liberty something i 
did when i was about 16 years old and found that it wasn't necessary to do that again at any rate they're ina 
party not too far from here and as soon as he goes over the top we expect them to leave their end and to 
come here john chancellor who is the man with the green eye shade for nbc 
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the man with the green eye shade for nbc news has been over there doing doing his sums with his abacus 
and everything's going well i've got him about a thousand away and they're and they're doing about 10 states 
in every about 12 minutes or so so that uh it's not going to take that much longer to bring him over the top 
because we've got some big states down the line that really belong to bill clinton as does this of course this 
whole convention one of the risks of course is that as these party chairmen want to get into the limelight 
we're now in michigan if they want to get into the limelight and they want to say something about their state 
and about their elected party officials of course the evening drags on they're very conscious back at the 
podium of the national television audience they'd like to get their man bill clinton into this hall for a rousing 
reception before it gets too late but then you have to play with the sensibilities of the people who are running 
the delegations well you'd like it the party would like it to be 57 because we have the virgin islands guam 
democrats abroad and all that about 57 one-minute commercials but sometimes they tend to run on a little bit 
and get a little lawyer it's a wonderful quadrennial american folk song that goes all the way across the 
country and i think people love to listen to it well we will be back with more of that and much more here from 
madison square garden right after this [Applause] you [Applause] we're back now and that's the the number 
that we have at this point we're in the state of mississippi in the roll call of the states plus the other districts in 
the delegations 
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the other districts in the delegations from abroad as well bill clinton is now less than 700 votes from where he 
needs to get to 2145 for nomination he just picked up the state of mississippi as well so he's moved up to 

over 1500 delegate votes at this time he is standing by near uh near madison square garden at a party in the 
basement at macy's where he is there with his wife and daughter this must be a there they are now watching 


television and signing autographs and preparing to come across here as soon as they go over the top or at 
least we presume that's the plan a much different time for bill clinton in the state of new york during this week 
which has gone so well for him a couple of little brush fires around the edges but nothing nothing like the new 
york primary when he was the victim of tabloid attacks you can only describe it as that they went after his 
personal character day in and day out local television resurrecting the old jennifer flowers tapes and talk 
radio talking about bill clinton battered and bruised but he emerged here the winner and went on to win the 
nomination and tonight mario cuomo paid tribute to the fact that in this era of thin-skinned politicians and if 
anyone should know about thin-skinned politicians it's mario cuomo he said that bill clinton had the ability to 
stand in there after that primary some of the clinton people new york primary some of the clinton people said 
that in new york city courtesy is regarded as weakness that's right let's go to lisa myers now lisa hi tom i'm in 
the florida delegation with one of the first members of congress to endorse governor clinton senator bob 
graham of florida thank you lisa senator early on even after governor clinton won the nomination many 
members of congress still kept their diff their distance they felt that the character issue had crippled bill 
clinton that seems to have changed in the last month what is different now i never thought there was a 
character issue a person who has grown up under the kind of circumstances that bill clinton did has achieved 
what he 
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bill clinton did has achieved what he has done uh has to have good character i've had the privilege of 
knowing him since 1978 i think he is a fine man hillary is a wonderful human being i think there will be a great 
team in the white house nevertheless certain members of congress did are were rather late coming to the 
party what happened in the la in the last month that made many members of congress much more 
comfortable with this nominee they've gotten the know of bill clinton early on there was some reticence 
because there were other members of the congress particularly the senate who were running for the 
presidency and they did not want to come out in apparent opposition to one of their colleagues but i think the 
more people know about bill clinton the more they will be comfortable with him and be enthusiastic in their 
support thank you senator senator graham says he never doubted governor clinton for one moment and now 
to my colleague john cochran john thank you very much i'm here with the former speaker of the house of 
representatives tip o'neill from massachusetts mr speaker let me ask you a lot of talk has been that the the 
liberals have really driven the democratic party down to defeat over the years are you getting a little tired of 
that if they talk about it and praise this moderate governor from arkansas well that's absolutely nonsense you 
know i lived in an era and we got into politics in an era when 50 of america uh was in poverty 25 unemployed 
it took us years to change everything along the line we need a change in government now i look back when 
roosevelt came over and i think of the tug wells and i think of the tommy the and i think of tom elliott and i 
think at galbraith and i think of young brilliant young minds that came into a government and changed and 
that's what we need now this is the youngest ticket in history and i hope they bring with them the youngest of 
the most beautiful young brains in america to get us rolling again okay but it's 
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to get us rolling again okay but it's still a southern ticket now a lot of people talk about bill tell me it is an asset 
it says haven't taken i know young girl well i was a speaker he was always faithful always loyal he was my uh 
on on missiles nobody in america knew more about him nobody knew more about defense he was a he was 
a guide to me an environment he never voted with the uh with the southern with the southern group what do 
we call them the uh bulrushes or whatever i can't even even think of their name now but he was a moderate 
progressive and he's a good man on the ticket i knew his father and mother beautiful people his wife tupper 
is one of the most popular women and and my millie who's a great judge of people tells me no finer family 
than the ghosts you're a good man you're still pretty popular yourself it's glad to see you in good health you 
look terrific thank you for joining us speaker all right now back to tom in the booth thank you john cochran uh 
john chancellor's we believe that he was talking about the gypsy moths those were the southerners who 
went over to the reagan way of doing things in the last they were the conservative southern democrats that 
made it possible for ronald reagan to do a lot of things that tip o'neill absolutely hates right well tip o'neill has 


had a small bout with cancer but he's apparently repaired himself he likes to play golf and he's got the best 
attitude about golf he says hit till you're happy just hit till you're happy so he continues to tee them up both in 
politics and on the golf course we'll be back with more right after this bill clinton the man from hope arkansas 
has wanted most of his adult life to be president of the united states having served five terms as governor of 
arkansas he is now within easy reach of the nomination of his party 2145 votes needed we're in new jersey 
where he's going to get a big chunk of votes and then we'll move on to the big states of new york and ohio 
and pennsylvania and very shortly he will be over the magic number of 2145 and he will be the standard 
bearer for his party at the age of 45. we made reference earlier to the fact that he's been described as the 
boy wonder of democratic party politics in three decades and that's true the 1970s 
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three decades and that's true the 1970s the 1980s and the 1990s that's the description that came from his 
fellow southerner sam nunn and the two of them were among the founding fathers of something called the 
democratic leadership council in which they believe the party needed to move smartly to the center so that it 
could recapture especially the white male southern vote also the suburban vote around the country and they 
have done managed to do that with both this platform this convention and the campaign that bill clinton ran 
beginning way last year people forget that he was the front runner at the outset he slipped back but he 
emerged to be the nominee tonight john chancellor of a party that is going through a kind of transformation 
mario cuomo no mean man with words as we learned here this evening uh described the clinton gore ticket 
as intelligently progressive that's not exactly going out to the barricades and and uh that's not rebel talk but 
intelligently progressive i think is a pretty good way of describing these two candidates they are both clearly 
of the middle of the road and both were founding members of the democratic leadership council and they 
come from side by side states and despite what tip o'neill said the fact is that al gore is a southerner but 
those regional lines now i do think are blurred al gore has demonstrated that he does have national interests 
tom [Music] just a few years ago you would hear greatly different accents from the south and from uh new 
england and from other places and i think television has homogenized american accents to a great extent 
and the gore clinton ticket speaks a kind of mild southern accent but not very much well al gore after all was 
raised essentially in washington d.c his father was a member of the united states senate then he went off to 
after uh private school education in 
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after uh private school education in washington he went to harvard for his education then to the army bill 
clinton left arkansas to go to georgetown then england and new haven for yale law school and we all move 
around a lot more we are not so rooted in our geographical place anymore people have now many states 
that they can call home north carolina is where we are are you ready north carolina that's 158 more votes 
this is terry sanford who's the senator from that state one vote for the distinguished former governor of 
california jerry brown three delegates are absent and north carolina is proud north carolina a state dedicated 
to a better future for its people through technology and science and universal education is proud to cast 95 
votes for the next president of the united states governor bill clinton north carolina will be one of the real 
battleground states in the south it is one of those states in which there's a strong rural southern tradition but 
it's also the home for example the research uh triangle of raleigh durham and a lot of things going on with 
fine university down it's also the home of the blue do blue devils the uh basketball champions of america 
clinton's getting very close now [Applause] on behalf of the tremendous people of north dakota which leads 
the nation in education which was the first state to meet the standards of the clean air act the first state to 
meet the standards of the clean water act the state with the lowest crime rate the state consistently ranked 
as having the best manufacturing climate in the united states 
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united states i proudly cast 18 votes for governor bill clinton and senator al gore and one other vote it's 
george sinner who's the governor of north dakota retiring this year ohio is next and that will do governor 
clinton and one other vote ohio you remember john during the course of the primary that ohio was an 
important win for bill clinton they had a couple of stopper places along the way illinois was one and ohio was 
another madam secretary it's always been a terribly important state in presidential elections but you can just 
sort of feel the tension building here now tension or relief well i guess it's mad madam second yes if there's 
tension i'm going to start paying attention [Applause] [Music] there they are yeah what a trial this family has 
been through and this is a moment they should be able to save it madam madam secretary yes mr chairman 
madam secretary the great state of ohio the state that gave us light the state that gave us flight and the state 
that gave america the great john glenn ohio wants change america wants change and ohio cast 144 votes 
for the next president of the united states bill clinton [Applause] 
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[Applause] well no matter how often you count no matter how secure you may be and what the delegation's 
going to do this is a moment to be savored by the presidential nominee of the party they cannot now take it 
away from him he has the necessary delegate votes of this convention and smith who are television 
producers of some note and record from los angeles we're here helping the democrats put together the 
showbiz aspects of their convention now momentarily we expected bill clinton will be leaving that party to 
come over to the hall [Music] bill clinton who ran for student office when he was in high school went to boys 
nation up to georgetown where he was elected first freshman class president and student body president 
then off to oxford as a rhodes scholar where he won the friendship of some of the best and brightest of his 
generation who are called the fob group and friends of bill who have been loyalists to him throughout this 
running for president of the united states then elected governor of arkansas five times defeated in 1980 
those are two 
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times defeated in 1980 those are two year terms after having served as attorney general you know tom i 
can't remember a presidential primary season in which so many people declared a candidate dead and then 
he went on and won his party's nomination well you know right after the right after the california primary 
which he won there were pundits in washington who were saying he is now irrelevant uh because ross perot 
had the moment and now the latest abc washington post bowl which i think may be overstated slightly has a 
17 point need for bill clinton this is a very fluid situation the last nbc poll that we had about 60 of the voters 
said that they were not entirely happy with their candidates we'll see what the clinton voters think at the end 
of this week this has gone extremely well for him he has only one more night which is to make his own 
speech and if he doesn't fumble that i think you can say that he's he's emerged from new york and is about 
as strong a position as one could expect the boston globe called him a razorback rasputin that said you 
could shoot him you could hit him with an axe you could knock it on his head with a two by four and he kept 
right on coming in yeah some people see him as the kind of the reincarnation of the happy warrior in the 
tradition of al smith and hubert humphrey he loves the business of politics and he loves camping 
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well they're gonna get bill he's on his way from harold square just a few blocks away here in new york by 
motorcade there it is from new york's finest escorting him through the court on streets around madison 
square garden well john conventions have changed a lot over the years and our coverage of them obviously 
has changed profoundly as well but this moment has not changed no it really hasn't this is the culminating 
moment in in any long process like this and and you could have they didn't have television back in the 20s 
but they had the lights and they had the bands and they had the cheering and clapping and applauding so 
that part of the process hasn't changed at all it's just that millions of people get to look at it despite the public 
apathy and anxiety and those are kind of twin sentiments this year it still is a great indoor sport and nothing 
defines who we are and where we're going like politics well the democrats fought out the vietnam war they 


fought out race relations both parties did that these parties in convention have fought out things like the civil 
war slavery prohibition all the great issues in american life have been have been debated at these 
conventions producing different kinds of candidates on different sides of these questions these are the 
hinges of american history that you see in front of you at these conventions and now you see the democratic 
party having gone to the left moving back toward the center in the hall tonight was george and george and 
eleanor mcgovern and of course it was george mcgovern who moved the party in a different direction 
reflecting the times 
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different direction reflecting the times as he did in the 1960s pre-season sale has nothing to do with the 
clinton campaign by the way [Applause] very strong relationship with his daughter chelsea they talked about 
the perils of campaigning when there were all those very unsavory stories about infidelity and jennifer flowers 
they talked then she paid very careful attention she apparently have a very mature relationship with three of 
them only child she faxed her homework to her father along the campaign trail so that he could review it with 
her and talk to her about it well macy's must be happy about this they could use the business given the death 
load that they're carrying these days and there's no gimbals to call anymore that's right i think that they the 
city of new york expects to pick up about 111 million dollars in various forms of revenue during the course of 
this week and it's a city in need of all of that now out the doors with a short ride to madison square well they 
could walk as you know tom it's unless it's raining they're not that far away [Applause] yeah that's 7th avenue 
it's the heart of the garment district for those of you who have not been in new york and a lot of democratic 
tradition along the street those are the shots and where their very strong union vote exists as well 
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a lot of that business has been shipped overseas but it's still a powerful force in this city this is a page out of 
jimmy carter's inauguration and he walked down pennsylvania avenue there have been large crowds around 
madison square garden for the last few days and obviously there are many people out there on the street 
tonight about uh two or three hours ago we were getting they had terrible rainstorms out there thunder and 
lightning but apparently that's all gone now [Applause] well it's in keeping with the good luck that bill clinton 
has had this week the sky is clear just in time for him to make this dramatic walk seventh avenue the 
madison square garden and he will go from this hall on friday with his running mate and partner al gore on a 
bus tour probably of central america by central america i mean the center part of this country i don't mean by 
panama puerto rico this campaign is one of the best planned campaigns in recent american history look at all 
the clinton signs that they had out there with supporters waiting for him to do this very carefully planned walk 
well one of the reasons he's the nominee today despite all the problems he had that the others were just 
simply not nearly as well organized paul sanguis had ideas but no organization bob carey had uh less than a 
firm idea of why he was running for president of the united states jerry brown had a 1 800 number and a kind 
of guerrilla warfare tactic that kept him in the hunt but he was never going to be the nominee bill clinton from 
the get-go 
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bill clinton from the get-go was extremely well organized had campaign finance i had some very bright 
people mickey cantor from california working for him george stephanopoulos james carville who's been on 
the road with him these are names that may not be household names to you but these are among the best 
political strategists in america today well they left hardly a stone unturned all over the country despite the 
terrible attacks on this candidate it shows that homework and hard work really do pay off [Music] this 
demonstration is one of the longer ones in recent convention history it's been going on now for about 12 
minutes some of these things used to go on for half an hour 40 minutes with people marching up and down 
the aisles they don't do that at conventions anymore so what you're seeing is something that used to be seen 
in almost all the early conventions 20 30 years ago [Music] interesting that this convention is held in new york 
city it was a tribute to david dinkins and also to uh mario cuomo they needed the money for one thing uh but 


the cities will get not very much attention during the course of this campaign this is a ticket that's going hard 
after the people who feel no longer french and franz eyed by the democratic party the suburban voters the 
white male southerners the midwestern voters who have in recent elections of course detected to the 
republicans and the pacific northwest say nothing in california you'll see a lot of al gore in washington and 
oregon and california and colorado where the environment is a major issue they believe very strongly that 
the bush administration is vulnerable on that and 
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administration is vulnerable on that and the republicans have had a lock on the far west the democrats really 
were the urban party in the united states but this is the first presidential election in this country's history in 
which more voters will live in suburbs than in center cities and of course we have not had a large population 
on the farms for a number of years down to three percent but it's it's now this is a suburban the majority of 
voters uh are live in the in the suburbs and that is that's a difficult problem for a party like the democrats well 
these two families the gore family and the the clinton family will not seem threatening for people who live in 
the suburbs they'll seem like the kind of folks who represent their interests given where they came from in life 
we've yet to hear from the republicans in their convention that they'll have a counter attack worked out 
[Music] and a lot of what we'll see in here come the fall will pivot around these issues of family values and 
what america needs to do in the 1990s and a lot of the city stuff will get left out the republicans have been 
giving the democrats fits for a number of presidential elections by campaigning on family values family 
values having very little to do with the function of the presidency of the united states but they've been awfully 
successful with that politically [Applause] these pictures that you're watching now are also playing inside the 
hall on the big screen 52 separate television images so the delegates are able to keep track wouldn't you 
think tom that this is the car in which he will leave i think he'll walk into the hall no no they got into this car 
town instead of them 
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instead of them so they can make the finals the crowd in the the delegates are cheering because they can 
see this scene that you have on your screen at home on their big screen in madison square garden so well 
now he's uh on the convention floor and making his way through the uh bowels of madison square garden 
here it's a 10-4 complex that has just recently been remodeled [Music] we're going to try to sort out where 
he's likely to come through the uh hillary clinton has not been much in evidence this week she was a very 
active and outspoken campaigner for her husband and became a rather controversial figure and the 
campaign is now making some hard decisions about how best to use her to come in the fall and you've 
hardly seen her without a cookie nearby that's right it's a newer softer image for hillary clinton who has been 
a political activist for all of their married life a graduate of the yale law school as well she was a goldwater girl 
in the 1964 campaign raised in a prosperous illinois suburb and then her political philosophy changed and of 
course she's been a real activist at the side of bill clinton and she's very widely

bill clinton and she's very widely regarded tim russell tom brokaw i'm down here in the basement under the 
podium with bill clinton here he comes the next nominee the democratic party i'm going to try and get a 
question into him he's walking by here he is governor clinton how you doing how you feel what do you feel 
what'd you think of gunnar cuomo's speech magnificent magnificent it was wonderful good luck to you a very 
happy governor clinton his wife hillary his daughter chelsea you can see the rest tom brokaw back to you 
thank you tim well there are some of the campaign workers who are there with him [Applause] madison 
square garden makes the catacombs in rome look quite simple uh it's a hard place to get into and try to get 
into and out of and there are all sorts of corridors and towers and elevators and dead ends and all of that 
obviously they're they're not going to hit a dead end but it may be another minute or two until they can find 
their way up near the floor the delegates are still on their feet excited the pencil is still coming down we want 
phil about 20 minutes ago and he went over the top [Applause] well we'll wait to see what the republicans 


have to say about bill clinton after this week obviously they have not unloaded their best material yet and he 
made some reference to that tonight they've got a lot of research on bill clinton the record in arkansas built 
but the man goes on the character and then whatever they decide to do about how they portray him well 
there are various republican operatives in new york this week holding press conferences the campaign is 
already underway 
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down near the we think he's going to go to first arkansas and linda new hampshire and he said to the folks in 
new hampshire who gave him a second place finish you give me your vote i'll be with you to the last dog 
guys uh that was a reference to george bush who forgot them after he won in 1988 or at least that was the 
activation made by the democrats well that's the convention floor [Music] so this is just one entrance that 
you'll have to make and then tomorrow night um bill clinton will be back here for his formal acceptance 
speech and we'll see what the efforts they have planned for that occasion you remember michael dukakis 
coming in four years ago quite dramatically 
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these are members of the arkansas delegate these are the home folks some of them are called the arkansas 
travelers they they got on the buses and went to several of the primary states including all the way to new 
hampshire to campaign in his behalf no talk recently about a place in the administration for hillary clinton 
although in any other democratic administration she would be a candidate for a big job she's widely regarded 
as i was saying earlier as judged a warrior the 100 best lawyers in the country the litigator serves on several 
corporate boards including walmart like sam walton's on highway she's resigned the awards now and there 
has been no talk about having her be the secretary of education or some other cabinet role but she's 
obviously a highly valued political advisor if you've been watching these uh proceedings from what we call 
wide shots in television the arkansas delegation of course had pride of place on this convention floor and 
where mr and mrs clinton are now and their daughter chelsea is just below the speaker's platform the 
arkansas was up front in these delegations and that's where he is talking to dale bumper is one of the 
senators from arkansas a man who himself had been mentioned briefly as a presidential candidate decided 
not to run four years ago 
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governor how does it feel thank you bill clinton is obviously enjoying this as anyone would [Music] she's a 
wonderfully outspoken woman as well loves to play the two-dollar window at the horse track and i think when 
she came to new york she managed to get out to dolemans [Music] [Applause] foreign 
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wow all this is going on in new york george bush is somewhere in the wilds of wyoming fishing with his friend 
jim baker and not watching this on television [Applause] they've just get a little microphone i guess you can 
see it better than i can thank you the rules of this convention preclude my acceptance tonight but 32 years 
ago another young candidate who wanted to get this country moving again came to the convention to say a 
simple thank you [Music] [Applause] and so [Music] i want to thank dave mccurdy and maxine waters and 
magnificent mario cuomo for putting my name and nomination tonight [Applause] i want to thank you all for 
being here and loving your country and to tell you that tomorrow night i will be the comeback kid good night 
and god bless you all thank you [Music] the phrase the comeback kid began in new 
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the phrase the comeback kid began in new hampshire when he finished second and made it seem like he 
finished first after having gone through all the difficulty of the jennifer flowers allegations and the questions 
about whether or not he could survive tom when he was in his deepest trouble i was watching him on 


television in a room with roger ailes the republican tough guy who did all of the tough commercials for bush 
in 1988 in bush and ales looked at the screen and said this guy could take a hit he sure can well we are in 
one of the most interesting years that any of us can remember in our adult lifetime in american politics 
george bush that's ignatius campaigner who said he will do anything to get reelected as the sitting president 
of the united states with all the power that brings to bear and american politics in texas tonight there's been a 
change at the top of the ross perot campaign he's decided to go back to what got him in politics in the first 
place although he's only one foot in and that is to do it just his way we still have not seen the end nor can we 
in any way anticipate what may happen with the pro campaign and bill clinton comes to this hall tonight 
having unified this party moved it to the center and having won apparently again at least for this week some 
more affection from the american people judging from the latest poll however even bill clinton said today the 
polls will change a hundred times between now and election day and that's probably an understatement 
statistically the bounce as the politicians call it the the increase in your poll ratings the bounce out of these 
conventions has been about four percent and it may settle down just be something like that and we've got all 
the polls in there it seems to me unquestionable tom that these proceedings over the past three days have 
helped bill clinton's poll ratings a lot around the country they've had a very quiet convention for the 
democratic party of the united states 
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the united states and and it has been supportive of him and it reached a kind of crescendo tonight with mario 
cuomo's uh quite thrilling speech on his behalf that was i've been watching these things for a long time and 
that was one of the most inspiring nominating speeches i've ever heard well mario foremost uh 2-0 when it 
comes to the big speeches in 1984 you'll remember in san francisco he gave one of the most memorable 
keynote speeches in american political history and tonight the nomination maria schreiber is down there on 
the podium somewhere in the vicinity i think tom i don't know if you can hear me but there's a crush right 
here and i'm getting pushed around we're trying to get a microphone out to the governor he's coming right 
towards us he is about a foot away and he's speaking to some of his friends up here on the podium um he's 
coming right towards us governor clinton governor clinton like governor clinton what does this evening mean 
to you i'm talking what do you think so grateful what does this evening mean to you well it's the end of a lot of 
effort by thousands of people but overwhelmingly i just feel gratitude and determination to make the most of 
this opportunity for the country are you looking forward to tomorrow night i'm looking forward to it very much 
how about you chelsea what does this mean what is this like for you it's a wonderful experience for me i'm 
very excited it's exciting for you yes hillary got a chance to do this tom hillary what does this evening mean to 
you oh maria i'm just so grateful that you know that but what bill's trying to do and what he's trying to say is is 
getting such a wonderful response around the country and it's just i mean personally it's overwhelming i 
mean i just can hardly stand it i mean i'm so excited but i'm just so grateful i guess is the best way to say it is 
this what 
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is the best way to say it is this what you dreamed about well you know i never allowed myself to think about it 
really i just i just tried to help bill and i tried to get up every day and just try to do what we thought was the 
right thing to do i never really let myself think about it good luck to all of you thank you how do you feel about 
today i'm very excited did you ever think this would happen all right so mrs clinton what what well the clinton 
family making its way out with all the expected emotions of uh being excited obviously and grateful for what 
has happened to them and as hillary clinton said i did not allow myself to think about this i i like to think that 
in some private moments she might have imagined that this occasion would come to them after all the hard 
work and emotional turmoil that they went through to get to this place in their lives and in the democratic 
party where they have been so active for so long tom i think they've both been mapping the white house that 
pair yeah they i mean they're they're a real pair of overachievers if you ever saw anybody yeah the idea of 
running for president has been in in the bill clinton psyche and talked about on the resume for a long long 
time and to give him credit he elected to run for president beginning last fall when a whole lot of folks said 
that george bush is unbeatable i remember him telling me one day that he'd gone for a jog in little rock anda 


couple of policemen pulled him over and said you know just don't run against george bush after operation 
doesn't storm nobody can be throw it david that turns out not to be the case governor david david of the great 
state that he's running against him we have yet to determine the other questions right that's right secretary all 
right david and the rare event that you're writing governor governor what's your message going to be 
tomorrow night what's your message going to be tomorrow night tune in give us a one small hit we're going 
to bring our country back good luck governor clinton tom i asked him mrs clinton congratulations what's the 
message gonna be tomorrow night oh i'm just gonna wait to hear it good luck told the truth tom back to you 
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thanks uh tim rushford in the uh in the outer corridors and deep in the bowels of madison square garden here 
where uh the clinton family is making its way out so it has been a triumphant night for the democratic party 
and for the clinton family of little rock arkansas tomorrow night they'll come to this hall where the governor 
will make his formal acceptance speech we'll anticipate what his message may be at that time a lot of talk 
about change and taking this country back the republicans even as we speak are applauding what will be i'm 
sure uh come friday or as early as next monday uh their beginning of their counter attack on this party and its 
nominee because this has gone extremely well for the democrats tonight led by the nomination speech of 
mario cuomo a reminder that the tonight show will be seen in its entirety we'll be back here tomorrow night 
with pbs beginning at 8 eastern time and then of course our independent nbc coverage will begin at 10. we 
invite you to stay tuned now for your local news and we'll see you tomorrow night here on nbc and on pbs as 
well behalf of all of us at noc good evening you were giving me a one minute they were giving me 10 
seconds [Music] time [Music] you
